THE "HUMANS" FIRST 


F N France they have counted the dogs' noses. 


The number Avas 3,855,^35 before the war. 


The new densus sa\s that now there are 2,- 
057,389 dogs in the country, the Toledo Blade 
says. The falling off in canine population is 
something of a puz/lo. The war does not seem 
to explain it, for the change has been nearly as 
great in districts far from the fighting zone as 
it has been in the invaded territory. One in- 
teresting point has been much the same, before 
the war and after. Tins is the fact that the 
dogs are not one-tenth part as numerous as 
the human inhabitants of France. 


tt is unlikely that any large civilzed coun- 


try has as many dogs as there are human be- 
ings. It is highly improbable that the number 
of domestic animals of any one kind, poultry 
excluded, in any country big or populous, is as 
great as the human population 
Rats and 


mice, of course, are not domesticated. They 
are "wild beasts" that invade the dwellings of 
men and defy the two-legged bosses of the 
earth to put them out. 


Some countries of \\ide areas, but not of 


great population, have more sheep, as in Aus- 
tralia and Argentina, or more cattle, as in Can- 
ada and Brazil, than "humans," but the rule Is 
far otherwise. In France, the British isles and 
Germany the human inhabitants 
outnumber 


the horses, the cattle, the swine, the sheep and 
the goats, all taken together. That is true of 
Italy, also. In Japan and China the human 
preponderance over all domestic animals, birds 
excluded, is very great. 


Taking the world as a whole it seems cer- 


tain that human beings far outnumber the 
horses, the cattle, the sheep or the swine. In- 
deed it is not at all sure that they do not ex- 
ceed all the domestic animals taken together, 
tho in the United States the horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine are about 110,000,000 ahead, 
more than a two-to-one majority. 


Mail is not only the master of the earth, 


as far as the tenants of this planet go, but he 
is enormously strong in mere numbers. No 
.large beast cbmcs near matching his billion 
and two-thirds, or about that vast multitude, 
and who would compare hens with women on 
even terms or count mice against men in bal- 
ancing their numbers' Moreover, the futupe 
belongs to man. The indicated progress of the 
world points to an ever-increasing preponder- 
ance of human inhabitants of all civilized reg- 
ions over their own livestock.
